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THbute paid 
after assault 
victim dies 


A MAN has died after an incident in 
Newmarket last month which left 
him with “serious head injuries”. 

Adrian Williams, 51, diedinAdden- 
brooke’s hospital yesterday morning, 
17 days after he fell to the ground in 
the High Street. 

Mr Williams’ best friend, Lee 
Clarke, paid tribute, describing him 
as “loving and genuine”. 

He told the News : “It’s very hard 
to describe him - he was a very hard 
working and genuine man. 

“He was nicknamed Gus - it’s what 
everyone knew him as but no-one 
knew why. 

“He was a self employed farm 
worker and lived on his own.” 

Mr Clarke said Mr Williams lived 
in Soham but was originally from 
Wales, where his mother, father and 
brother still live. 

When he wasn’t working, Mr Wil-

liams enjoyed playing darts in The 
Crown pub in Church Street, Ford- 
ham. 

Mr Clarke added: “In his spare time 
he socialised with his friends and 
played darts - he loved his darts. 

“Gus was very caring and didn’t 
have a bad word to say about anyone. 

“He will never be forgotten.” 

Police and the ambulance service 
were called to the incident in New¬ 
market High Street on December 27 
at about 9.55pm. 

Suffolk Accident Rescue Service 
(SARS) also attended, giving Mr Wil¬ 
liams emergency anaesthetic before 
he was taken to Addenbrooke’s hos¬ 
pital. 


One man was arrested following 
the incident. 

Former De Niros owner Peter Crot- 
ty, of Nimbus Way, Newmarket, was 
arrested and charged on suspicion of 
grievous bodily harm. 

The 33-year-old appeared in Ip¬ 
swich Crown Court last Thursday, 
January 8. 

He did not enter a plea and was 
bailed until April 10 where he will ap¬ 
pear in court for a plea hearing. 

A spokesperson for Suffolk police 
said that a police investigation was 
still ongoing following the incident 
last month. 

She said: “We cannot comment on 
charges at the moment. 

“A police investigation and enquir¬ 
ies are ongoing.” 

A post mortem is due to take place 
into Mr Williams’ death later this 
week, police said.

murder of another man. 

Distraught relatives who 
shouted out at the back of 
court were asked to leave by 
magistrates as Mosley was 
taken down to the cells. He 
was remanded in custody 
and is due to appear at Cam¬ 
bridge Crown Court within 
the next two days. 

The body of less Smith, 36, 
of Common Road, Potton, 
Bedfordshire, was found in a 
car at First Drove in Burwell. 

Mr Smith died after being 


gunned down in the village 
at 2am. 

Four other people arrest¬ 
ed on Thursday in connec¬ 
tion with the murder have 
been released on police bail. 
The three men from Corn¬ 
wall aged 17, 19, and 27 and 
a 38-year-old woman from 
Chertsey have been bailed 
until February 24. 

A 57-year-old man from 
Burwell, arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of conspiracy to mur¬ 
der and consiracy to commit 
grievious bodily harm has 
been bailed until February 3.

Residents fight back 
against home plans

AN action group has been 
set up by residents of West 
Row after a planning ap¬ 
plication for 131 homes 
was supported by their 
parish council. 

Plans for the homes on 
land east of Beeches Road 
have been submitted by 
Cllr lames Waters, leader 
of Forest Heath District 
Council, Suffolk County 
Council, and Pigeon In¬ 
vestment. 

lohn Smith, who is 
standing as an independ¬ 
ent candidate in West Row, 
set up the group after the 
application was support¬ 
ed by the parish council. 

The residents are fight¬ 
ing back, saying building 
that number would “kill” 
their village. 

Mr Smith said: “West 
Row is a tiny village but we 
come under pressure be¬ 
cause the council have not 


done the five year housing 
plan. They have said West 
Row could take 211 houses 
in the next 15 years. 

“We are in favour of that 
because they will grow or¬ 
ganically, but this will use 
nearly all of that in the 
next two years. This is not 
sustainable.” 

The group also hit out 
at West Row now being 
represented by Mildenhall 
Parish Council. 


Forest Heath district 
councillor Simon Cole 
said: “The parish council 
has approved of this plan 
which is not representa¬ 
tive of the residents who 
live here. The council said 
the people here approve of 
this. At the action group 
meeting, 90 families said 
they didn’t. It doesn’t seem 
the parish council are rep¬ 
resentative of views.” 

But Richard Greenfield, 


chairman of Mildenhall 
Parish Council, said they 
had no reason not to sup¬ 
port the application. 

He said: “The parish 
council supported the ap¬ 
plication on the grounds 
there was no reasonable 
cause to object to it. We 
cannot just object because 
people don’t like it.” 

Residents were also con¬ 
cerned about the closure 
of nearby RAF Mildenhall. 

Mr Smith added: “With 
the base closing, this is a 
completely different situ¬ 
ation. There’s going to be 
a huge oversupply when 
these families leave.” 

Local resident Martin 
Connery said: “We do not 
need this. If they are going 
to approve it, at least wait 
two or three years until 
they decide what’s going 
on with the airbase. 

“We do not want it. It 
won’t be a village if this is 
built.” 


Gym on move to council site 


A GYM is set to move to council offic¬ 
es as part of plans to form a Milden¬ 
hall hub. 

The gym, which was located at The 
Dome Leisure Centre, is set to take 
on a new home in part of the Forest 
Heath District Council offices. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst said: “This move 
is good news all round as it brings 
another partner alongside a number 
of other organisations who already 


work from the council offices which 
makes it easier for people to access 
the service they want. I am looking 
forward to seeing the new gym in ac¬ 
tion.” 

The Mildenhall hub is a £59 million 
“revolutionary project” which may 
see police, the fire service, council 
offices, Mildenhall College Academy, 
leisure services, and the CAB brought 
together on one site by 2018.

Airbase to close under US be targeted 

defence spending review 


after closure

RAF MILDENHALL will 
be closed, it has been an¬ 
nounced, after a review of 
spending in Europe by the 
US Department of Defence. 

The airbase, which is 
home to special operations 
forces, air refuelling tankers 
and 3,200 military person¬ 
nel, will be closed. 

Spangdahlem Air Base in 
Germany will receive the 
352nd Special Operations 
Group currently stationed 
at RAF Mildenhall, a base 
spokesperson told the News. 

Approximately 2,600 staff 
will be relocated elsewhere 
in the UK and to Ramstein 
and Spangdahlem bases in 
Germany. However, 1,300 
military, civilian and local 
positions are set to be lost as 
part of the closure. 

Frank Gorenc, USAF Eu¬ 
rope and Africa Command¬ 
er, said: “We understand 
these changes will have sub¬ 
stantial impacts on the local 
areas, but we are dedicated 
to working closely with our 
neighbours, defence part¬ 
ners, personnel and families 
to ease the impact of these 
transitions as much as pos¬ 
sible.” 

Nearby RAF Lakenheath 
was also targeted under the 
review, with the defence 
department announcing it 
would receive two squad¬ 
rons of F-35s - the first time 
these planes have been lo¬ 
cated in Europe. 

A spokesperson for RAF 
Mildenhall said: “The ma¬ 
jority of US force operations 
in the UK will be conduct¬ 
ed at RAF Lakenheath and 
several other installations

across the UK, including 
RAF Croughton. 

“The UK remains an es¬ 
sential location for forward 
based and ready forces. Our 
close ties with the UK gov¬ 
ernment and integrated 
missions with the Royal Air 
Force remain integral to the 
US Air Force’s ability to ex¬ 
ecute successful missions in 
support of our NATO allies.” 

Closures of bases around 
Europe would cost $1.4 bil¬ 
lion, defence department 
spokesman John Conger 
said, but savings would be 
felt by 2020. 

West Suffolk MP Mat¬ 
thew Hancock said it was 
a blow to the area. He said: 
“Mildenhall has a long and 
proud history of strong rela¬ 
tions with the United States 
Air Force. 

“With this deep history in 


RAF Mildenhall is set to close, with special operations being 


mind, news of the proposed 
closure of Mildenhall will 
come as a shock to many. 

“I will do everything in my 
power to support those af¬ 
fected and to make sure that 
Mildenhall gets the support 
it needs to adjust.” 

Mayor of Newmarket Cllr 
Rachel Hood told the News 
that if handled appropri¬ 
ately, the base closure could 
help the local area, includ¬ 
ing Newmarket. 

She said: “I think this will 
be a great opportunity for 
the district to plan for ap¬ 
propriate further business 
and housing growth. 

“If properly handled, this 
could be a positive thing in 
many respects for the area.” 

Meanwhile, Forest Heath 
District Council (FHDC) said 
it would “rise to the chal¬ 
lenges” it will face after the 


base closure. 

Cllr James Waters, leader 
of FHDC, said: “We have 
enjoyed a strong relation¬ 
ship over the years with the 


American Air Force and are 
delighted that this is to con¬ 
tinue. The USAF contrib¬ 
utes significantly to the local 
economy so the expansion of 
RAF Lakenheath, and with it 
the US Government’s com¬ 
mitment to the site as part 
of its long term plans, is very 
welcome news. But this hap¬ 
piness is obviously tempered 
by our sadness that Milden¬ 
hall is to close.” 

“Both announcements 
mean huge changes to the 
landscape of Forest Heath - 
but I am optimistic that with 
every change there are op¬ 
portunities for reinvention, 
growth and investment. 

“We will look to ensure not 
only that these opportunities 
are taken, but that any future 
plans for the bases are the 
right ones for the people of 
Forest Heath.” 

Cllr Waters added that they 
would be working with the 
government so that, if no fu¬ 
ture military use is planned 
for the base, they could ad¬ 
dress the impact in terms of 
the “community, economy, 
education and housing”. 


NEWMARKET Chamber 
of Commerce said news 
of the base closure was 
'sad' but announced it 
would be working with 
local businesses to help 
overcome the negative 
effects. 

Graham Abbey, chair of 
Newmarket and District 
Chamber of Commerce, 
said: "The work [at RAF 
Mildenhall] and the jobs 
it created are a big part 
of our local economy and 
while we have had the 
announcement, we will 
need to wait to hear more 
detail about the schedule 
to close down the base. 

"Once those plans 
are developed we will 
work with the business 
community to look at 
how local business can 
be supported and how 
the closure can bring 
new opportunities to our 
economy." 

Suffolk Chamber of 
Commerce will also 
be working with the 
Newmarket branch to 
discuss what can be done 
to help local industry after 
the base has closed. 


End of an era for plane at base 


IT was another end of an era 
at RAF Mildenhall last week 
as the final Combat Talon 
II plane left the base, being 
replaced with the CV-22 Os¬ 
prey. 

The MC-130H planes have 
been leaving the base for 
months to make way for the 
CV-22 Osprey. 

USAF Col Matthew Powell, 
joint special operations area 
component and Europe vice 
commander, said: “This is a 
departue flight. It’s a sombre 
occasion. 

“[It] is a real quiet and re¬ 
spectful departure because 
we understand the mission 
will never be the same as the 
7th [operations squadron] 
evolves into a new aircraft.” 

The MC-130H planes were 
first used in the Second 



World War and took part in 
missions ranging from air 
refueling to the precision 
airdrop of personnel and 
equipment. 

RAF Mildenhall will con¬ 
tinue missions with the CV- 
22 while the MC-130H will 
now be part of the 15th Spe¬ 
cial Operations Squadron in 
Floria.

Col Powell added: “The 
nice thing about this depar¬ 
ture flight is these planes are 
not going to the boneyard. 

“They’re going back to 
Hurlburt Field where they’ll 
continue to fly and make an 
impact for special opera¬ 
tions.

More clarity on 
SI 06 payments 

SOME readers may not be aware 
of the nature of SI 06 monies: in 
essence these are contributions 
to the community by developers 
to compensate for possible 
inconvenience to the community 
caused by developments; equally, 
they are a sign of goodwill and 
good faith. 

The amounts of SI 06 monies 
are calculated according to law: 
generally, the bigger a development, 
the bigger the SI 06 pot. 

The distribution of SI 06 monies is 
equally subject to lawful procedure, 
involving various consultations 


with various bodies and interested 
parties, including parish, town and 
district councils. 

Subject to governmental or legal 
override, the final decision re SI 06 
amounts and the distribution is 
taken by district councils, if and 
when they approve an application. 
It has not been easy in the past to 
find out specific details of SI 06 
payments but, hopefully, the recent 
efforts by Simon Cole, Independent 
councillor for the Exning Ward 
on Forest Heath District Council 
(FHDC), will make such searches 
easier in the future. 

It is proposed that FHDC (and, 
possibly St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council) will have a dedicated 
website page detailing all SI 06 
monies for the district; so residents 
can see where their compensation 
money really goes. No more 
secrets! 

So, if you have any questions re 
SI 06 monies, you can contact your 
district councillors and your town/ 
parish councillors and search the 
district council websites for the 
answers.

WORK is being carried out to 
improve the state of the road 
network in Newmarket. 

Suffolk Highways started 
work on Monday on resur¬ 
facing work in Fordham 
Road, which was set to be 
completed yesterday even¬ 
ing. 

Long suffering motorists 
in Newmarket have had to 
endure potholes on their 
journeys for months - with 
councillors at Newmarket 
Town Council describing 
local roads as “a crumbling 
infrastructure” back in April 
last year. 

Work has now begun to 
repair the roads, which the 
council said were “necessary 
to strengthen the existing 
road, prevent further deteri¬ 
oration caused by the severe 
weather and also improve

the general carriageway 
condition”. 

Fordham Road was closed 
between 7pm and 6am 
Monday night and last 
night for phase one of 
the project. 

The second round 
of work started last 
night on Fred Arch¬ 
er Way, with work 
expected to contin¬ 
ue until Friday. 

While the road is 
closed, cars will be di¬ 
verted down Fordham 
Road, High Street, Hamilton 
Road, Rowley Drive, Mill Hill 
and Fred Archer Way. 

The third phase of the 
work will begin in Rous Road 


on Friday, where the road 
surface will be improved at 
the entrance to the car park. 

During this work, a diver¬ 
sion will be in place down 
Rous Road, Old Station Road 
and the High Street. 
Temporary traffic man¬ 
agement measures are 
being put in place 
by Suffolk County 
Council so that 
the work can be 
carried out safely. 

A council 
spokesman also 
said the date of 
the works could 
change in case of 
delays caused by the 
weather.

New fly-grazing law a step closer 


A NEW law to tackle fly graz¬ 
ing has moved another step 
closer after it received cross¬ 
party support in Parliament. 

The Control of Horses bill, 
which is promoted by MP 
fulian Sturdy and backed by 
Kentford-based CLA and a 
host of rural, farming and 
animal welfare bodies, is ex¬ 
pected to become law before 
the end of this parliamen¬ 
tary session. 

Fly grazing is the term 


used for horses being left on 
someone else’s land without 
permission - and the new 
law would cut the time land- 
owners have to wait before 
they can take action from 14 
to just four. 

Thomas Allen, 23, from 
Soham, died on the A14 near 
Ipswich in 2012 after his car 
hit horses which had strayed 
into the road. 

The owner of the horses, 
Stacy Humphrys, was jailed 


for 28 months last year. 

Calls to welfare charities 
about fly grazing have risen 
by two thirds in the past 
three years following con¬ 
cerns that horses are being 
abandoned. 

According to the RSPCA, 
during 2013 it received 508 
calls regarding abandon¬ 
ment, including fly grazing, 
in Cambridgeshire that re¬ 
lated to the welfare of 1,774 
horses.

Lifeline offered to 
rescue Dial a Ride 


ELY Soham Dial a Ride 
has been offered a 
lifeline by East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District 
Council in the form of a 
£15,000 grant. 

James Palmer, the 
council’s leader, put 
forward a proposal to 
approve the funding af¬ 
ter he and the council’s 
chief executive, John 
Hill, met with the char¬ 
ity. 

The council says the 
£15,000 will allow the 
charity to suspend its 
closure and enable trus¬ 
tees to work to make it 
“more sustainable”. 

However the charity 
says there are no guar¬ 
antees the funding will

prevent it from folding 
in the spring. 

Ruth Rogers, the char¬ 
ity’s chair, said: “I wel¬ 
come the offer of sup¬ 
port from the district 
council. The board will 
look at the budget for 
2015/16 to see what this 
means for the potential 
viability of the organi¬ 
sation after the end of 
March. I can’t say at this 
stage that it will prevent 
closure.” 

In November the 
charity announced that 
unless it manages to se¬ 
cure sufficient funding 
or support, it would be 
wound up in March. 


The charity, based 
in Witchford, says that 
over the last two years 
its services have been 
hit by “some significant 
reductions in funding”, 
including the removal of 
the concessionary bus 
pass and withdrawal of 
council grants. 

Liberal Democrat dis¬ 
trict Cllr Pauline Wil¬ 
son, who has fought for 
the councils to provide 
more support to the 
charity for years, said: 
“I’m pleased the district 
council is offering this 
grant but Cllr Palmer 
and his fellow Tory 
members cannot take 
the glory like they are. 

“If it wasn’t for the 


Tories, both at the dis¬ 
trict and county council 
withdrawing the fund¬ 
ing in the first place, the 
charity wouldn’t be in 
the sorry situation it is 
in. Every year the charity 
fears it will have to close 
due to a lack of support 
from our councils.” 

Cllr Palmer said: “This 
is not an indefinite com¬ 
mitment - however I be¬ 
lieve it is a sign that we 
believe in Ely Soham 
Dial a Ride’s ability to 
create a future for itself. 

“I look forward to 
working with the char¬ 
ity in the forthcoming 
months as they work to 
find themselves a sus¬ 
tainable future.” 


Could 
you give 
a child a 
home? 

A COUPLE who have fos¬ 
tered around 40 children 
over the past 15 years are 
urging more people to do 
the same. 

Lorna and Martin Wells, 
who live in the Newmarket 
area, also have four chil¬ 
dren of their own. 

They are supporting 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s campaign which 
is calling on more people to 
consider fostering. 

Former primary school 
teacher Lorna, 46, said: “I 
think people see fostering 
as a huge life change and 
that taking on someone 
else’s children might be 
daunting, but that couldn’t 
be further from the truth. 

“You certainly don’t need 
to be a psychologist to be a 
foster carer, you just need 
to be a good person. 

“We have four children of 
our own and currently have 
four foster children with us 
at the moment. It’s always 
like one big family unit; our 
children enjoy it as much as 
we do. 

“If you have the space in 
your home and can offer 
love and routine to a child 
then I’d urge you to con¬ 
sider it.

A SOLICITOR representing the victims 
of paedophile doctor Myles Bradbury 
has called for a Tull and independent 
inquiry’ into how his crimes went unde¬ 
tected for four- and-a-half-years. 

Cambridgeshire children’s doctor 
Bradbury of Herringswell, was jailed 
for 22 years in December after admit¬ 
ting sexually abusing 18 boys in his care 
whilst working at Addenbrooke’s. 

Renu Daly a solicitor with Neil Hudgell 
Solicitors, who is representing the fami¬ 
lies of a number of victims, believes the 
court case only ‘scratched the surface’. 

She said families had been left short of 
answers, and has written to health secre¬ 
tary Jeremy Hunt calling for a full inquiry 
“Immediately following Bradbury’s 
sentencing there was talk of an inde¬ 
pendent inquiry, but none of the fami¬ 
lies we are representing have so far been 
informed of one taking place, and that is 
simply not acceptable,” said Miss Daly 
“The families feel they have received 
very little support since Bradbury’s of-

fending came to light and regard an inde¬ 
pendent inquiry as a minimum first step 
in the process of coming to terms with it. 

“The victim impact statement. .. sug¬ 
gests that at least 800 potential victims 
were identified. Public confidence re¬ 
quires a full and independent inquiry.” 

Amongst the families Miss Daly is rep¬ 
resenting are victims who were not part 
of the original police investigation, and 
she says an inquiry could give more con¬ 
fidence to come forward. 

“Given Bradbury was carrying out 
these offences over a four-and-a-half 
year period, and the evidence of how 
parents were completely unaware that 
he was abusing their children, it would 
not be a surprise if yet more victims 
came forward,” she said. 

Bradbury, 41, was sentenced on seven 
counts of sexual assault and 12 of engag¬ 
ing in sexual activity with a child.

Watch out 

for our birds 


AS the RSPB, bird-watchers and gardeners 
nationwide gear up for the charity's annual Big 
Garden Birdwatch, the organisation is warning 
that birds that have benefited from a mild autumn 
will begin to struggle as the weather changes. 

Results from the findings of the 2014 event, 
in which almost half a million 
people recorded the birds 
they saw over the two days, 
revealed some interesting 
changes among our most 
popular garden birds, with 
some species that benefit from 
a bit of extra help creeping up 
the rankings. 

Blue tits emerged in their 
highest position since Big 
Garden Birdwatch began, at 
number two. The previous 
occupiers of the second spot, 
blackbirds, dropped to number four. Goldfinches 
climbed another place since the previous year and 
reached number seven while the robin dropped 
back to number 10. There was a new entrant 
to the top 20 - for the first time ever, the great 
spotted woodpecker squeezed in at number 20. 

As well as asking the public to record their 
findings - with the help of identification pictures 
available on the RSPB website www.rspb.org.uk - 
the organisation is also asking people to do their 


bit to protect our birds through the winter by 
topping up their bird feeders and providing fresh 
water and shelter for wildlife in their gardens. 

The nature charity says there are three key 
things that birds will need this winter: food, 
unfrozen water and shelter. 

1. In chilly weather, birds will 
appreciate a variety of food, 
but fatty food will be especially 
helpful. For example, fat balls, 
or homemade bird cakes made 
with lard and packed with 
seeds, fruit or dried mealworms 
are great treats to put out in 
your garden. Kitchen scraps 
will work well, and a recipe for 
successfully feeding birds over 
winter might include chopped 
fat from unsalted meat, cheese, 
dried fruit and pastry. 

2. Unfrozen water for drinking and bathing 
may be hard for birds to find when there's been a 
frost, but with a simple trick you can help to keep 
a patch of water ice-free. Float a small ball, such 
as a ping-pong ball, on the surface of the water. 
Even the lightest breeze will keep it moving and 
stop an area of the water freezing. 

3. Provide shelter by planting dense hedges 
such as privet or hawthorn, or allowing ivy or 
holly to grow. These all provide great cover for

birds to roost in. Nestboxes can also be good 
roosting sites. Roofs are also a popular spot for 
birds trying to keep warm. If birds are getting 
into a hole in your roof and you need to get 
the hole fixed, consider putting up a nestbox 
to replace the gap. Find out more about giving 
nature a home in your garden here: rspb.org.uk/

RSPB wildlife advisor Richard James says: 
"People can make a real difference to garden 
birds and improve their chances of surviving the 
winter. 

"Birds don't need much and by providing a 
supply of food, a patch of unfrozen water and 
somewhere to shelter from the elements, you will 
be rewarded with great views of wildlife in your 
back garden. 

"While birds need fatty foods, you shouldn't 


put out fat from a roasting tin, such as turkey fat 
from Christmas, as this runny fat can coat birds' 
feathers, making it difficult for them to move or 
fly." 

The RSPB's annual Big Garden Birdwatch, 
the world's biggest wildlife survey, returns on 
Saturday and Sunday, January 24 and 25. To take 
part, people are asked to spend just one hour at 
any time over that weekend noting the highest 
number of each bird species seen in their gardens 
or local park at any one time. They then have 
three weeks to submit their results to the RSPB, 
either online at www.rspb.org.uk/birdwatch or in 
the post. 

Last year's event revealed that house sparrows 
were the most recorded birds despite their falling 
numbers.

JOHN Gosden registered his first 
winner for Go dolphin as Tempus 
Temporis booked his ticket for 
Good Friday by winning the Betsi 
Golden Mile Conditions Stakes as 
racing took place at Chelmsford 
City for the first time on Sunday.

Jono Mills, representing Godol¬ 
phin, said: “I would anticipate that 
the All-Weather Championship is 
exactly where we’ll go but we’ll go 
home and check with John and the 
team and then a decision will be 
made.” 

Gosden had earlier won with 
Zamoura who was a game winner 
of the SIS Maiden Fillies’ Stakes. 

Sent off the 2-5 favourite after a 
promising mn when second on her 
debut, she looked a sitting duck in 
the straight but kept on pulling out 
more for Nicky Mackay. 

Duchess Of Marmite was just a 
head back in second. 

The Godolphin colours had 
already been carried to victory 
in an eventful first race as Tryster 


edged out Gaelic Silver in a pulsat¬ 
ing finish to the Betfred Handicap. 

Sent off the 2-1 market leader, 
Tryster was settled at the back of 
the field for much of the mile and a 
quarter journey, but was produced 
with a telling run in the straight. 

Just as it looked as though he 
would win comprehensively, he 
hung violently to his left when 
coming under pressure, running 
across Gaelic Silver.
